This is a decision on the petition filed on 26 November, 2004, 
which is treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.53, requesting that 
the above-identified application be accorded a filing date of 9 
February, 2004 . 

On 9 February, 2004, the application deposited. 

On 27 September, 2004, accordingly, Initial Patent Examination 
Division mailed a Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional 
Application, stating that the application had been deposited 
without drawings, and that the filing date would be the date that 
drawings were received in compliance with 35 U.S.C. § 113 (first 
sentence). A two (2) -month period for reply was set. 

In response, on 26 November, 2004, the present petition was 
filed, accompanied by a copy of three (3) sheets of drawings. 
Petitioner asserts that the application should be accorded a 
filing date of 9 February, 2004, based on a return receipt 
postcard showing that three (3) sheets of drawings were deposited 
with the original application papers.

The 
petition is therefore dismissed without prejudice to 
reconsideration pending submission of a copy of petitioner's

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in the USPTO with the present application papers on 9 February, 
2004. 

Any request for reconsideration should be filed within TWO MONTHS 
of the date of this decision in order to be considered timely. 
This time period may not be extended pursuant to 37 CFR 1.136. 
The application will be retained in the Office of Petitions for 
TWO (2) MONTHS to await petitioner's reply to this decision. If 
no response is received within two (2) months, the application 
will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for 
further processing with a filing date of 26 November , 2004, the 
date that the drawings were received in the USPTO.
